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Roger Glover Takes 10

On the 26th of September I 
was treated to a special 
interview with Roger 
Glover, the bass player for 
Richie Blackmore’s Rain- 
bow. The first thing I 
thought to do was to ask 
someone with some 
knowledge on the subject. I 
called WAAL and hoped for 
the best. I strongly expected 
to get a big run around and a 
polite brush off but to my 
surprise, the secretary 
transferred my call to 
WAAL’s assistant produc- 
tion manager, Dick Bascom. 
He greeted me over the 
phone like we had known 
each other for years. I ex- 
plained that I was trying to 
get an interview with Blue 
Oyster Club andI asked if he 
would be able to help me 
out? He told me that B.O.C. 
was not doing interviews but 
that Roger Glover of 
Rainbow was going to do an 
interview at the radio 
station. He asked if I was 
interested, and naturally I 
accepted. 

Feeling very smug with 
myself for having made it 
this far, I left the Fulerum 
office to begin my weekend. 
The next day I figured that it 
would be a good idea to have 
a plan of attack figured out 
before the interview arrived. 
I was then faced with the 
question, ‘‘Just what the hell 
do you ask someone who has 
probably been inspected, 
selected and rejected, by so 
many questions that there is 
probably nothing left to ask? 
Well, after twittling my 
thumbs for a couple of hours 
and coming up with only 
a few measly questions, I 
decided to get opinions from 
other people on what 
they would like to know 
about the group. So I got 
together witha couple of my 
friends and they helped me 


accumulate a menagerie of 
questions. After giving each 
one careful consideration, I 
finally came up with a short 
outline. 

In no time at all, it was 
Monday the 24th. At 10:30 I 
called WAAL and spoke with 
Mr. Bascom again. I asked if 
he would look over the 
questions on my list and 
advise me as to which 
needed to be weeded out or 
be restructured. He thought 
my idea was good and told 
me he would be more than 


happy to help. The questions . 


turned out to be alright and 
he told me to be at the station 
a little before the 5:00 in- 
terview on Wednesday. 

When Wednesday finally 
arrived I was all set to go. 
But as always first things 
first, that is psychology at 
noon, some quick homework, 
some sustenance and then 
off to WAAL. When I got to 
the station, the guest of 
honor had not yet arrived. 
Mr. Bascom and I sat around 
the control room and shot the 
breeze. We listened to 
records, and for the first 
time in-my life I got to see 
how a radio station operated. 
From doing commercials, to 
playing music and giving 
news’ entails more than 
anyone can imagine. It was 
indeed fascinating to say the 
least. 


The attractive recep- 
tionist came through the 
door of the studio and an- 
nounced the arrival of Roger 
Glover. From the way the 
majority of my friends spoke 
to me, I expected to see a 
tall, powerful looking guy, 
with a shining bass strung 
across his back and 
gorgeous women hanging all 
around him. To my surprise, 
he was shorter than I was, he 
really didn’t look that 
powerful (at least I think I 
would have given him a good 


run for his money in an arm 
wrestling match), there was 


‘a small beat up hand bag 


instead of the bass guitar, 
and there were no gorgeous 
women hanging all around 
him; except if you count the 
receptionist that first an- 
nounced him, and she left 
without sighing or giving 
him those ‘‘baby blues” 
which famous people get on 
television shows all the time. 


This made me more at 
ease with the guy because I 
now realized he is just a 
human being just like the 
rest of the people that I have 
come to know through my 
travels. I was - surprised 
when he asked me questions 
about myself. It kind of 
made me feel good that a 
man of his calibre and 
popularity would even take 
the smallest interest in me. 
After a few minutes, Mr. 
Bascom set up — the 
microphone for Roger and 
said we would start as soon 
as the news was over. In 
about 5 minutes, the news 
ended and Mr. Bascom in- 
troduced Roger; this is what 
the conversation brought 
out. 


Roger’ played’ bass 
throughout school, playing 
with different groups of 
different styles. In 1965 he 
was faced with a decision, to 
either go on to art school, or 
become a_ professional 
musician. Well as you can 
probably guess, music won 
out and Roger turned pro. 


As the old saying goes 
“nothing comes easy” rang 
true for Roger. He starved 
for about four years. Finally 
in the last band he was with 
fame and fortune took him 
under its wing. The band had 
-a~drummer named Mick 


Underwood who _ had 
previously worked with 
Richie Blackmore. At that 
time Blackmore was in Deép 
Purple which had been going 
for about 18 months. Purple 
had decided to get a new 
bass player and singer, so 
Richie called Mick Un- 
derwood and told. him of 
their stiuation. Mick 
suggested Ian Gillan and 
Roger Glover from his own 
group, since it was starting 
to decay at that time 
anyway. Blackmore 
auditioned them, liked them, 
and then offered them’ the 
job. 


After spending a couple of 
years in Deep Purple, Roger 
felt that the creative side of 
Deep Purple had suffered 
due to _ stress, and 
disagreement. The band was 
starting to fall apart even 
though business was starting 
to pick up. The year Roger 
left, Deep Purple had two 
platinum albums. This was 
about one year after the 
Made in Japan album was 
done. 


After Roger left Deep 
Purple he didn’t go out and 
start a band like most 
musicians do. He became a 
producer since he had done 
some producing when he was 
with Deep Purple. His 
venture turned out a suc- 
cessful one with the out- 
coming of a band named 
Nazareth whose first three 
albums were produced by 
Roger. - 


Rainbow already in 
progress at that time, 
decided that they needed a 
change of production. Re 
enter Roger Glover. In the 
course of producing Rain- 
bow’s following albums 
Roger played some bass and 
was eventually asked to 


Testing Questioned? 


“The law just doesn’t give 
us enough time to work out 
the problems we’re facing,”’ 
Patty Sheehy, an ETS 
spokeswoman, said. “‘We’ll 
have to hire more staff to 
write new questions.’’

Trade Commission report 
issued earlier this year, 
which found that com- 
mercial coaching schools 
raised the scores of some 
students taking the 
Scholastic Aptitude Test. 
One of the arguments its 
supporters used was that 
making the questions public 
would permit all students to 
become familiar with the 
tests, not just those students 
who could afford to take a 
coaching course. 


That argument is not 
accepted by state Sen. Hugh 
Farley, a professor at 
SUNY-Albany who led the 
floor fight against the bill. 
“They're hurting the very 
students they’re trying to 
help.” Farley said. ‘This 
law sets up a curriculum for 
a coaching school, therefore 


_they’re actually making 


things worse.” t 

Stanley Kaplan, founder of 
the largest and most suc- 
cessful test preparation 
organization in the country, 
acknowledged that 
disclosing test questions and 
answers could cause a rapid 
growth in the number of 
cram schools. But he said 
the most important thing in 
preparing for a standardized 
test is to focus on topics, not 
try to recreate the actual 
questions. ‘“‘It’s not the 
questions _ themselves,”’’ 
Kaplan said. ‘‘It’s how you 
develop the process of an- 
swering.”’ 

Comynissioner Ambach is 
expected to release specific 
guidelines fcr compliance 
within the next few months. 
The New York law already is 
being called a catalyst for 
national legislation. Two 
bills are before Congress 


now that would require 
many of the same changes 
on a national scale. 

Yet under New York’s law, 
since it applies to any test 
used for admission to a 
school in New York, students 
from all over thé country 
will be able to obtain 
questions and answers to the 
tests they’ve taken. “If a kid 
in Portland, Oregon wants to 
go to school at Cornell, he’d 
be entitled to see his answer 
sheet just as a student who 
lives in New York State 
would,’’ State Education 
Department spokesman 
Arnold Bloom said. 

Despite the unanswered 
questions, Haffner said he 
expects the law to add steam 
to similar statutes in other 
statés. “I don’t see New 
York as being the end of this. 
I see this as the beginning of 
it,” he said. 


rejoin Richie Blackmore. 
This now makes Roger the 
producer, bass player, and 
also a writer for Rainbow. 

This brings us to the 
present. Rainbow records its 
albums on the European 
Continent, which originally 
started out for tax reasons. 
If their albums are not 
British products, they pay 
less taxes on _ them. 
Necessity later turned into 
preference when Blackmore 
and Rainbow were both 
seduced by the beauty of 


Europe. Now it has become ~ 


more like a tradition than 
anything else. They also feel 
that the atmosphere in 
Europe is more agreeable 
to their musical talents than 
anywhere else. 

When asked whether the 
fuel crunch was attecting 
their touring, Roger 
responded that even though 
their tour schedule is busier 
than ever, the fuel crunch is 
not slowing them down, even 
though it has affected cer- 
tain aspects of the recording 
industry. 

When asked about his 
views on disco he said that 
originally when disco came 
out he thought it was a good 
thing. As time wore on, disco 
stagnated, it did not 
progress at all and after 
awhile it got to the point 
where he hated it. 

At this point the interview 
turned toward idle con- 
versation and before we 
knew it, it was time to go our 
separate ways. Before we 
did I was told that an at- 
tempt would be made to get 
me a backstage pass, and 
that it would be left at the 
stage entrance door in my 
name. I graciously thanked 
them, we shook hands and 
left. Now that interview was 
over I took my equipment 


back home along with my 
meterial for safe keeping. 
After being sure that 
everything was in its proper 
place, I went to the Arena. 


When I arrived I 
proceeded to the backstage 
door and got in with no 
problem. I then proceeded to 
where the party was, namely 
the stage area where 
Rainbow had just started 
playing. The atmosphere 
was electric, the crowd was 
ecstatic, the music was 
unmistakably Blackmore, 
unmistakably Rainbow.~ 
When Blackmore smashed 
his guitar, the audience 
came back with such a 
resounding shout of approval 
that you could feel the floor 
rumble beneath your feet. 
Indeed Blackmore was the 
man with the plan, and his 
plan was pure and simple. 
To unleash the devastating, 
unbridled energy of heavy 
metal rock on his devoted 
audience. 


In summary, I would like 
to once again extend thanks 
to Dick Bascom of WAAL for 
making this article possible, 
and for giving me a very 
memorable evening by 
helping me get backstage. I 
hope to do more interviews 
with him in the future. 
Secondly, I would like to 
make reference to Creem 
magazine which states that 
Rainbow is a heavy metal 
group and that heavy metal 
is a dying faith. I think the 
person who writes those 
opinions or whatever, has 
been playing in _ the 
mushroom patch one too 
many times.

She is 
presently paralyzed from 
her waist down, and is still 
unable to use the’ lower 
portion of her body, con- 
fining her to a wheelchair, It 
was not apparent to her that 
if she hadn’t been so per- 
sistent in starting her 
brother’s motocycle she 
might still be walking today. 
People who are han- 
dicapped, either from birth 
or from an accident cannot 
change their surroundings to 
suit themselves to the way 
they must live. We are 
responsible in making the 
way easier for them to live 
in this world. Too often 
handicapped people are 
discriminated against, not 
as much today as in the past, 
but it hasn’t become much 
easier for them to live with 
those things that hinder 
them from performing 
certain functions of every 
day living. 

For a moment, imagine 
yourself in their place. 
Imagine you wanted to go 
somewhere, you would not 
be able to do so unless 


someone was willing to take _ 


you. It would not be possible 
for you to get a wheelchair 
up or down stairs by your- 
self. You would have to 
relearn in a new and dif- 
ferent manner how to per- 
form acts that in the past 
have appeared natural to 
you. These very time con- 
suming, as well = as 
aggravating tasks must be 
accomplished for you to 
become more adjusted in

you new life. If you were an. 
invalid and wanted to attend — 
Broome and came = to 
register for classes, after 
looking over the campus 
don’t you think you might 
leave very discouraged. 
Without the assistance of 
another student you would 
not be able to accomplish 
getting yourself in and out of 
doors. Doesn’t the right to 
become more educated 
apply for disabled people? — 
Then why aren’t so called 
modern institutions of. 
education built for the use of 
all people, not just the ones 
who are able to motivate 
themselves on their own. 
Don’t you think that it is 
quite a hassle for the 
disabled to get back and 
forth to their classes.

Theatre-BCC opened its 
1979-1980 season with 
Samual Beckett's startling 
two-act play, Waiting for 
Godot. Director Angelo 
Zuccolo put his talented five- 
person cast (which included 
himself) through the paces 
of this rigorous show with 
Style and finesse... A very 
wordy play, Waiting for 
Godot is frought with 
symbolism and innuendos 
too numerous to discuss 
here.

college theatre, Their 
performances are flavored 
with imagination and spice, 
as Pancoast constantly tries 
to control his acute bladder 
problem and Zuccolo makes 
some of the funniest faces 
I’ve ever seen. 

The two are met with the 
overbearing Pozzo (Dennis 
McKeon) and his enslaved 
man-servant, Lucky (Aiden 
Ahearne). Lucky (who looks 
surprisingly like our own 
Jim Gormley) is. the 
character who provides the 
story with it’s more serious 
message. In the service of 
the inhuman Pozzo (BOZO?? 
says Gogo) for many, many 
years, Lucky has 
deteriorated into a Cretinous 
entity who has to be led 
around on a rope (which 
much resembles a noose) 
and is constantly bullied into 
submission. Ahearne gives a 
performance that can be 
described as nothing less 
than fantastic.

And at this request he goes 
into a tirade about nothing at 
all really, interjected with a 
foul word here and there.
